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Our  Cassiday  family  tree  in  the  United  States  got  its  start  shortly  after  the  end 
of  the  Revolutionary  War  when  David  Cassiday  and  two  brothers  came  to  America 
from  County  Antrim,  Ireland.  They  sailed  from  Londonderry,  Ireland,  and  settled 
for  a  short  time  in  Virginia. 

David  Cassiday  moved  to  Washington  County  in  Western  Pennsylvania  where 
he  married  Rachel  Meek.  The  couple  had  one  son,  John,  before  David  moved  his 
family  westward  again  to  Ohio,  where  six  more  sons  and  two  daughters  were  born. 

Information  about  these  children  of  David  Cassiday  has  been  given  by  Lizzetta 
Cassiday  Hunter  (pg.  3),  a  daughter  of  his  oldest  son,  John.  She)  wrote  the  following 
in  1932  when  asked  to  tell  where  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  her  father  had  lived. 

"SAMUEL  CASSIDAY  (pg.  35) — I  know  very  little  about  his  family.  Aunt  Mary 
(Mrs.  Benjamin  Cassiday)  visited  him  at  Winterset,  Iowa,  a  few  years  before  I  saw 
her  in  I  886.  I  bel  ieve  several  of  the  family  lived  near  Indianola,  Iowa.  Uncle  Sam¬ 
uel  died  some  time  before  his  wife,  Aunt  Polly. 

"ESTER  CASSIDAY  GIRT  (pg.  43) — Ester  Girt  lived  in  Michigan.  Her  first  hus¬ 
band  died  and  she  married  again.  She  passed  away  about  1870  and  left  some 
property  that  was  being  sold  as  a  townsite.  Robert  Cassiday  (pg  46)  was  admim- 
istrator  of  the  estate  and  had  some  correspondence  with  his  brothers  John  (pg.  I) 
and  William  (pg.  48)  in  regard  to  the  settlement.  There  were  no  children. 

"CATHERINE  CASSIDAY  MILLER  (pg.  44)— Her  son,  Jake,  and  his  family  visited 
my  family  in  Elk  Township,  Buena  Vista  County,  Iowa,  during  the  fall  of  1881.  He 
and  his  family  were  driving  through  from  Neligh,  Nebraska,  to  a  place  near  Winthrop, 
Iowa.  His  sister,  Catherine  Miller  Anderson,  and  family  were  with  him.  Willie 
Newcomb  (pg.  5)  met  Catherine's  husband  or  son  at  the  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  stockyards 
in  later  years.  I  corresponded  with  a  daughter  of  Catherine's;  I  think  her  name  was 
Ester;  she  married  and  I  do  not  recall  her  married  name.  (Author's  note:  I  have  an 
old  autograph  album  in  which  Flora  Belle  Miller  (pg.  45)  wrote  her  name  on  October 
16,  1881,  at  Alta,  in  Buena  Vista  County,  Iowa. 

"ROBERT  CASSIDAY  (pg.  46) — Robert  lived  at  Berrien,  Michigan.  I  had  a  few 
letters  from  a  granddaughter  written  about  the  time  of  my  father's  death  in  1886. 
She  lived  at  Berrien  Springs,  Michigan,  but  I  do  not  recall  her  name.  The  area  is 
noted  as  a  fruit  producing  belt.  Our  markets  in  Spencer,  Iowa,  sell  peaches  and 
grapes  from  that  belt. 

"WILLIAM  CASSIDAY  (pg.  46) — He,  like  all  the  sons  of  David  except  father 
(John  Cassiday)  was  born  in  Ohio.  I  have  heard  my  father  say  he  was  one  year  old 
when  the  family  moved  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio.  His  parents  died  in  that  state. 
You  know  the  family  of  William's  son,  James  Cassiday,  and  can  locate  the  rest 
through  the  Missouri  Valley,  Iowa,  family  (pg.  52.) 

"BENJAMIN  CASSIDAY  (pg.  57) — Uncle  Benjamin  died  at  Winthrop,  Iowa,  about 
1877.  I  visited  the  Cassidays  at  Winthrop  when  I  attended  the  Iowa  State  Normal 
School  at  Cedar  Falls  during  the  year  of  1886-87.  Aunt  Mary  was  then  living.  She 
and  Uncle  Benjamin  had  three  children — Frank,  who  died  some  time  before;  Ervin,  who 
never  married;  and  Ella  (McBride)  (pg.  58).  Aunt  Mary  died  about  1892.  Ella  and 
her  family  went  to  Ness  City,  Kansas,  soon  after.  The  last  letter  I  had  from  Ella  was 
written  about  1895.  Her  husband  was  H.  F.  McBride. 

"DAVID  CASSIDAY  (pg.  57) — He  never  married,  and  I  do  not  know  where  he 
died  nor  when.  (Author's  note:  Some  have  reported  that  David  was  the  twin  of  Sam¬ 
uel  but  others  have  insisted  that  Benjamin  and  David  were  the  twins. 
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II. 


"WASHINGTON  CASSIDAY  (pg.  59) — He  was  known  as  'Wash'  among  the 
younger  set.  He  had  three  children — Marion,  William  and  Rebecca.  Rebecca  mar¬ 
ried  a  photographer  named  Hyder  and  lived  at  Winterset,  Iowa.  Washington  lived 
there  for  many  years  also.

Additional  information  has  been  made  available  by  a  two-page  record  printed 
about  1880.  The  following  has  been  copied  from  it: 

"The  parents  of  John  Cassiday  were  David  and  Rachel  Meek  Cassiday.  David 
was  a  native  of  the  north  of  Ireland  and  Rachel  was  a  native  of  Pennsylania.  The 
couple  died  near  Redsburg,  Ohio,  at  the  age  of  94.  (Author's  note:  The  age  at 
death  in  this  record  is  wrong.  I  located  their  headstones  at  Blachleyville,  Ohio,  and 
the  dates  given  on  pg.  I  were  copied  from  them). 

"John  Cassiday  married  Sarah  McGee.  Her  parents  were  both  natives  of  Ire¬ 
land.  The  mother's  maiden  name  was  Morrison.  Sarah's  parents  died  in  Harrison 
County,  Ohio.  Her  father  was  aged  50,  her  mother  94.

In  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  John  Cassiday  and  Miss  Sarah  McGee. 
Mrs.  Sarah  Cassiday  died,  and  John  Cassiday  and  Miss  Elizabeth  McCook  (an 
error,  her  name  was  McKeever)  were  united  in  wedlock  by  Rev.  Mr.  Simpson  in 
Poweshiek  County,  Iowa,  Feb.  14,  1859.

Elizabeth  Stanley. 

In  Poweshiek  County,  Iowa,  1850,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Brooks,  William  R.  Cassiday  and  Miss 
Jane  Nusum. 

In  Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  1850,  Alexander  M.  Cassiday  and  Lucia  A.  Roop. 

In  Poweshiek  County,  Iowa,  1855,  by  Judge  Ogden,  Scott  T.  Porter  and  Miss  Rachel 
Cassiday. 

In  Poweshiek  County,  Iowa,  1855,  by  Judge  Ogden,  Joseph  Newcomb  and  Miss 
Ester  Cassiday. 

In  Poweshiek  County,  Iowa,  1858,  by  Judge  Athur,  James  H.  Palmer  and  Miss 
Margaret  Cassiday.  Mr.  Palmer  died;  Margaret  Palmer  was  wedded  to  Eli 
Newsom.

Cassiday  and  Miss  Cynthia  F.  Denman.

John  Cassiday,  the  oldest  son  of  David  Cassiday,  was  a  newspaperman,  surveyor 
and  educator.  He  founded  the  Montezuma  Republican  in  Montezuma,  Iowa,  in 
1856.  The  paper  is  still  publishing.  It  was  the  first  newspaper  in  Poweshiek  County 
and  is  now  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  state.  John  brought  the  press  on  which  it  was 
printed  to  Poweshiek  County  by  ox  team  from  Keokuk,  Iowa.  His  son,  Samuel 
Cassiday,  himself  publisher  and  owner  of  the  ''Petaluma  Argus"  of  Petaluma,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  printed  the  following  obituary  in  1886  after  his  father's  death. 


CASSIDAY — In  Buena  Vista  County,  Iowa,  May  12,  1886;  John  Cassiday,  aged 
86  years. 

The  deceased  was  the  father  of  Mr.  Cassiday  of  the  Argus.  Filial  duty 
prompts  brief  mention  of  the  life  work  of  the  departed.  He  was  born  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  A.D.  1800.  His  ealiest  recollection  and 
one  that  never  faded  from  his  memory  was  that  of  seeing  Aaron  Burr  when 
in  flight  from  the  country  on  account  of  the  discovery  of  his  treasonable  plot¬ 
ting.  In  early  life  he  had  little  or  no  school  advantages,  but  by  self  appli¬ 
cation  he  raised  himself  to  an  honorable  position  as  teacher  among  educators, 
and  had  few  superiors  in  the  domain  of  higher  mathematics  and  civil  engineer¬ 
ing.  In  the  latter  vocation  he  traversed  much  of  the  wilds  of  Ohio,  his  last 
government  survey  embracing  the  Western  portion  of  Iowa.  He  was  well 
grounded  in  ancient  and  modern  history  and  the  solid  literature  of  the  ages, 
and  as  a  consequence,  always  occupied  advance  grounds  on  the  leading 
questions  of  the  times,  so  much  so  that  it  now  seems  as  if  he  had  a  clear 
forecast  of  what  the  many  only  saw  -"as  through  a  glass  darkly."  This  was 
notably  so  on  the  slavery  question.  John  Quincy  Adams  was  his  ideal  and 
monitor  on  the  anti-slavery  question,  and  they  had  frequent  correspondence 
on  matters  that  ultimately  led  to  the  "irrepressible  conflict."  As  a  ready 
debater  he  had  frequent  occasion  to  meet  pro-slavery  advocates  on  the  plat¬ 
form  in  public  discussion,  the  most  noteworthy  of  which  was  a  discussion  that 
occupied  several  evenings,  with  Hon.  Wm.  Brown,  a  member  of  the  Iowa 
Legislature,  in  1846.  The  years  came  and  went:  and  when  the  sun  shone 
down  through  the  rifted  war  clouds  upon  four  million  emancipated  slaves  he 
beheld  the  fruition  of  his  life  hopes.  With  that  consummation  came  a  desire 
for  repose  from  the  moil  and  acrimonious  strife  of  life.  "Let  us  have  peace" 
was  his  most  earnest  prayer.  With  increasing  tremulousness  of  step  he  marked 
the  course  of  subsequent  uneventful  years.  He  had  passed  the  age  commonly 
alloted  to  man  and  but  awaited  the  summons  that  has  given  to  him  that 
perfect  rest  that  continueth  forever. 
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PREFACE: 

Information  on  many  of  the  branches  of  the  Cassiday  family 
is  not  complete  in  this  volume.  If  persons  who  have  not  been 
included  will  send  their  family  records  I  will  gladly  compile  them 
with  the  pages  of  corrections  I  expect  to  send  to  each  person  who 
has  ordered  a  copy  of  the  book. 

This  work  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  help  of 
those  who  sent  to  me  their  family  records  as  well  as  data  on  other 
branches  of  the  family.  Special  credit  should  go  to  my  Aunt 
Lizzetta  Cassiday  Hunter  (pg.  3)  who  provided  the  information  en¬ 
abling  me  to  locate  descendants  of  each  child  of  David  Cassiday. 
Thanks  should  also  go  to  Robert  Maxwell  Cassiday  (pg.  II)  for 
compiling  most  of  the  data  I  had  gathered  for  the  first  30  pages 
of  the  book. 

Both  had  passed  away  before  the  work  was  completed.  Most 
of  this  material  was  collected  between  1933  and  1940.  An  effort 
was  made  to  bring  it  up  to  date  during  the  fall  of  1947. 

I  am  always  hoping  that  some  of  my  correspondence  will  result 
in  visits  at  my  home  by  members  of  the  Cassiday  family  tree.

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EXPLANATION: 

The  following  numbering  system  enables  the  reader  to  find  the  lineal  descend¬ 
ants  in  his  family  tree: 

For  example:  H.  D.  Cassiday  12133  (pg.  4) 

The  final  ''3"  indicates  that  he  is  the  third  child  in  his  family.  His  father, 
A.  M.  Cassiday,  is  numbered  1213  and  is  also  the  third  child  in  his  family.  The 
father  of  A.  M.  Cassiday,  who  was  John  Cassiday,  is  numbered  121.  The  final  "I" 
indicates  he  was  the  first  child  of  David  Cassiday,  12  (pg.  I).  David  was  the  second 
child  of  his  father  who  is  number  "I".  We  do  not  know  his  first  name. 

In  brief:  the  number  of  digits  in  a  number  indicates  the  number  of  generations, 
while  each  of  the  digits  indicates  whether  the  person  was  the  first,  second,  third, 
etc.,  child  in  his  family. 

For  example:  12133  indicates  that  H.  D.  Cassiday  belongs  to  the  fifth  genera¬ 
tion  of  the  family.  His  oldest  child  has  the  number  12 1 33 1  and  is  a  member  of 
the  sixth  generation. 

The  number  at  the  bottom  of  the  space,  in  the  case  of  H.  D.  Cassiday,  247 
means  that  the  records  of  his  children  are  continued  on  page  24? 

A  different  system  of  numbering  is  used  from  page  35.  For  example:  Catherine 
Cassiday  is  given  the  number  "3"  on  page  44.  The  ''3"  indicates  that  she  belongs 
to  the  third  generation.  In  the  space  "c.  2"  means  that  Catherine  Cassiday  Miller 
had  two  children.  Records  for  each  of  the  children  will  bear  the  number  "4"  as 
they  are  members  of  the  next  or  fourth  generation.  Their  children  are  numbered 
''5"  and  their  children  "6"  and  so  on.  All  names  between  (4)  Catherine  Ann  Miller 
and  (4)  Jacob  Miller  are  descendants  of  Catherine  Miller.
